For  the  benefit  of  those  groups  not  familiar  with  the  Pennsylvania  Safe  Driver 
League,  the  sticker  Issued  to  members  of  the  league  Is  reproduced  In  this  Bulletin. 
To  become  a member  of  the  league  you  must  pledge  that  you  will: 

1)  Drive  within  the  legal  speed  limit  and  with  regard  to  road 
and  weather  conditions. 

2)  Come  to  a complete  stop  at  all  stop  signs. 

3)  Refrain  from  driving  while  drinking. 

4)  pass  only  when  I can  do  so  legally  and  safely.

TRAFFIC  ACCIDENT  FREE  SCHOOL  YEAR  THE  SCHOO4.  RECEIVES  A PERMANENT  AWARD  TO  DISPLAY 
IN  THE  SCHOOL,

It  consists  of  six  members,  only  state  officials  are  eligible

2,  Field  Committees 

Sometimes  referred  to  as  the  Sub-Committees,  these  are 
Committees  comprised  of  four  state  officials  and  four  support 
group  officials  appointed  from  the  Department  of  Revenue, 
Highways,  Public  Instruction,  Pennsylvania  state  Police, 
Pennsylvania  chiefs  of  Police  Association,  Fraternal  Order 
OF  Police,  Pennsylvania  Federation  of  labor,  and  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Newspaper  Publishers'  Association.  They  are  responsi- 
ble FOR  the  coordination  AND  DIRECTION  OF  HIGHWAY  SAFETY  ACTI- 
VITIES WITHIN  CERTAIN’  DISTRICTS  CORRESPONDING  TO  THE  STATE 

Police  Squadrons. 

3*  Support  Groups 

Support  Groups  are  considered  to  be  any  and  all  state-wide, 

PUBLIC-SPIRITED  ORGANIZATIONS  WHICH  ARE  WILLING  TO  PLEDGE 
SUPPORT  OF  THE  GOVERNOR’S  HIGHWAY  SAFETY  PROGRA’M. 

4 . Support  Group  Committees

Support  Group  Committees  are  those  committees  comprised  of  re- 
presentatives from  the  Support  Groups  and  local  safety  groups. 
They  will  be  organized  to  operate  within  the  District  in  co- 
operation  WITH  THE  Field  committees. 

5.  County  and  Local  Safety  committees 

County  and  municipal  groups  organized  solely  to  promote  safety.

HOW  JUVENILE  OPERATORS  ARE  HANDLED

The  two  largest  counties,  Philadelphia  and  Allegheny,  have  municipal 
courts  which  take  care  of  all  juvenile  matters,  in  each  of  the  other  65  counties 
there  is  a Common  Pleas  Court  Judge  who  also  handles  all  juvenile  cases  for  his 

RESPECTIVE  COUNTY.  THIS  GROUP  OF  JUDGES  HAS  FORMED  A BOARD  OF  JUVENILE  COURT 

Judges,  of  which  the  Honorable  Nochem  Winnet  is  chairman. 

In  the  spring  of  1945,  The  Honorable  David  W.  Harris,  then  secretary  of 
Revenue,  together  with  The  Honorable  T.  E.  Transeau,  director  of  the  bureau  of 
Highway  Safety,  met  with  the  group  of  juvenile  judges  and  made  an  agreement  to 
THE  effect  that  THE  DEPARTMENT  WOULD  NOT  SUSPEND  OPERATING  PRIVILEGES  IN  ANY 
JUVENILE  CASE  WITHOUT  FIRST  CONSULTING  THE  JUVENILE  COURT  UNDER  WHOSE  JURISDIC- 
TION THE  OPERATOR  CAME. 

A CERTIFICATION  FORM  WAS  THEN  DESIGNED  AND  FORWARDED  TO  THE  VARIOUS 
JUVENILE  COURTS.  WHENEVER  A JUVENILE  IS  TRIED  IN  THESE  COURTS  FOR  ANY  VIOLATION 

OF  The  Motor  Vehicle  Code,  the  court  forwards  a certification  to  the  department  of 
Revenue  and  states  thereon  whether  the  operator  should  or  should  not  have  his 

OPERATING  PRIVILEGES  SUSPENDED.  IN  THE  EVENT  THAT  THE  OPERATOR  IS  NOT  OLD  ENOUGH 
TO  HAVE  OPERATING  PRIVILEGES,  OR  DOES  NOT  HAVE  THEM,  THE  COURT  ALSO  CAN  SEE  FIT 
TO  FORBID  THE  RIGHT  TO  APPLY  FOR  A DRIVER’S  LICENSE.  THIS  MEANS  THAT  ANY  OPERATOR, 
EIGHTEEN  YEARS  OR  LESS,  IS  NOT  ORDINARILY  PUNISHED  AS  AN  OLDER  OPERATOR,  BUT  EACH 
CASE  IS  REFERRED  TO  THE  JUVENILE  COURT. 

IN  ALL  CASES  WHERE  SUSPENSIONS  OF  JUVENILES  ARE  MADE,  THE  COURT  IS  FOR- 
WARDED COPIES  OF  THE  SUSPENSION  NOTICES  AND,  UNLESS  THE  COURT  HAS  ORDERED  A SUS- 
PENSION FOR  A SPECIFIED  TIME,  THE  JUVENILE  OPERATOR  IS  NOT  RESTORED  UNTIL  THE 
COURT  CERTIFIES  THAT  HE  IS  AGAIN  ELIGIBLE  TO  RECEIVE  A LICENSE.

This  procedure  has  been  in  operation  for  approximately  four  years,  and 
HAS  been  very  effective.  Each  year,  thousands  of  juvenile  cases  are  called  to  our 
attention  by  the  67  various  juvenile  courts  of  the  commonwealth,  and  proper  action 
IS  TAKEN.  The  agreement  is  reciprocal  and  any  cases  that  come  to  the  BUREAU'S 
attention,  which  the  court  is  not  aware  of,  are  referred  to  the  proper  JUVENILE 
COURT  for  necessary  ACTION. 

Since  the  inception  of  this  program,  the  Bureau  has  not  always  seen  eye 

TO  EYE  WITH  THE  DECISIONS  OF  THE  COURT  IN  THESE  MATTERS.  IN  THE  MAJORITY  OF  THESE 
cases,  the  juvenile  courts  have  BEEN  FAR  MORE  SEVERE  IN  THEIR  PUNISHMENT  THAN  THE 
Department  would  have  been.  However,  these  juvenile  courts,  and  their  investigators, 

HAVE  ACCESS  TO  INFORMATION  WITH  REGARD  TO  THE  INDIVIDUAL  AND  HOME  CONDITIONS,  AND 
ARE  IN  A FAR  BETTER  POSITION  TO  RECOMMEND  EITHER  LENIENCY  OR  PUNISHMENT,  FROM  THE 
KNOWLEDGE  THAT  THEY  HAVE  ON  HAND  THAN  ARE  OFFICIALS  OF  THIS  DEPARTMENT. 


EDITORIAL 


A PROGRAM  FOR  THE  SUPPORT  GROUPS 

How  OFTEN  DO  YOU , MEET  A PERSON  WHO  THINKS  THAT  SAFETY  PROGRAMS  ARE  OF  NO 

VALUE?  Rare  indeed  is  the  cynical  individual  who  will  go  on  record  AS  OPPOSING  SUCH 
worthy  efforts.  This  is  verified  by  the  response  to  the  appeal  of  the  Governor's 
Highway  Safety  Advisory  Committee  for  support  of  a highway  safety  program  coordinated 
AT  State  level  and  state-wide  in  its  scope,  each  stack  of  mail  contains  an  increas- 
ing number  of  pledges  from  individuals  and  groups. 

But  how  many  persons  will  actually  invest  their  own  time  and  energy  in  a 

SAFETY  PROGRAM?  WHO  WILL  DO  THE  WORK?  OUR  CORRESPONDENCE  • I NO  I CATES  MANY  PERSONS 
believe  that  moral  support  OF  THE  GOVERNOR'S  HIGHWAY  SAFETY  COMMITTEE  IS  ALL  THAT  IS 
NECESSARY  THE  STATE  WILL  DO  THE  REST. 

Fundamentally  this  is  due  to  a misunderstanding  of  the  functions  of  the 
Governor's  Highway  Safety  Advisory  Committee.  Briefly,  they  are: 

A,  To  coordinate  official  highway  safety  activities,-  plan  a compre- 
hensive program  of  official  activities  for  state  agencies  to  carry 

OUT,  AND  TO  ADVISE  THE  GOVERNOR  THEREOF,  AND 

8,  To  COORDINATE  THE  HIGHWAY  SAFETY  ACTIVITIES  OF  ALL  PUBLIC-SPIRITED 
ORGANIZATIONS  AND  PLAN  A GENERAL  PROGRAM  FOR  THEM  TO  FOLLOW.

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The  program  for  State  agencies  is  based  upon  known  factors  and  includes 
SUCH  ITEMS  as: 


(1/  Improvement  in  driver  exam irNAT ion, 

(2)  Analyses  of  accident  and  arrest  records  with  subsequent 
corrective  action  based  upon  the  results  of  such  analyses, 

(3)  Establishment  of  driver  training  and  testing  clinics, 

(4)  Establishing  educational  programs  for  certification  of 
driver  instructors, 

(3)  Study  of  various  means  for  promoting  highway  safety,  etc. 

The  program  for  the  support  groups  is  based  upon  many  unknown  factors 
AND  IS  tentative  IN  NATURE,  SUBJECT  TO  REVISION  AS  CIRCUMSTANCES  REQUIRE,  THE  FIRST 
PART  CONSISTS  OF  (a)  CONTINUOUS  PROMOTIONAL  ACTIVITY  BASED  UPON  THE  THEMES  OF  { I ) 
DRIVER  TRAINING,  (2)  PEDESTRIAN  SAFETY,  AND  (3)  CHILD  SAFETY,  HAVING  AS  AN  ULTIMATE 
OBJECTIVE  THE  EDUCATION  OF  THE  PUBLIC  TO  AN  UNDERSTANDING  OF  THE  PROBLEMS  INVOLVED 
AND  THE  RESPONSIBILITIES  OF  THE  INDIVIDUAL,  TO  THE  EXTENT  THAT  NECESSARY  CORRECTIVE 
ACTION  CAN  BE  TAKEN.  FOR  EXAMPLE:  THE  MATTER  OF  LEGISLATION  REQUIRING  DRIVERS  TO 
STOP  WHEN  APPROACHING  A SCHOOL  BUS  DISCHARGING  OR  TAKING  ON  PASSENGERS,  IS  NOW  BE- 
FORE THE  Legislature  ---  it  is  being  favorably  considered  only  because  the  pressure 
OF  public  opinion  over  a period  of  years  has  increased  to  the  point  where  the  Legis- 
lature MAY  not  safely  IGNORE  IT,  SIMILARLY,  INSTALLING  BEH I ND -THE-WHEEL  TRAINING  IN 
high  schools  requires  a continuous  LONG-RANGE  PROGRAM, 

The  second  part  of  the  program  for  support  groups  calls  for  intensive 
PROMOTIONAL  ACTIVITY  OVER  SHORT  PERIODS  OF  TIME,  BASED  UPON  THEMES  TO  BE  ANNOUNCED, 
AND  AIMED  AT  CORRECTING  SPECIFIC  CONDITIONS,  FOR  EXAMPLE,  A CAMPAIGN  MIGHT  HAVE 
AS  AN  OBJECTIVE:  BETTER  OBSERVANCE  OF  STOP  SIGNS  AND  BETTER  ENFORCEMENT  OF  REGU- 

LATIONS PERTAINING  TO  STOP  SIGNS.  OFFICIALS  OF  SUCH  GROUPS  AS  THE  LEHIGH  VALLEY 

Safety  Council,  The  Philadelphia  Highway  Traffic  Board,  and  the  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania Safety  Council  can  attest  to  the  results  of  such  efforts. 

Up  to  this  point  the  GHSAC  will  be  able  to  furnish  guidance  and  some  as- 
sistance. From  there  on  someone  else  (you?)  must  do  the  work,  and  your  actions  will 
be  guided  by  the  local  situation.  Are  the  trafficlaws  being  enforced  strictly  and 
impartially?  Are  the  courts  cooperating?  Do  the  police  report  all  accidents  and 
convictions  for  traffic  violations?  Are  there  any  local  traffic  problems  that  re- 
quire EXPERT  advice?  THE  STATE  WILL,  UPON  PROPER  REQUEST,  CONDUCT  A, TRAFFIC  ANALYSIS 
IN  YOUR  COMMUNITY,  BUT  RECOMMENDATIONS  RESULTING  THEREFROM  ARE  OF  NO  VALUE  UNLESS  YOU 
DO  SOMETHING  ABOUT  IT.  THE  GHSAC  CANNOT  ATTEMPT  TO  TELL  YOU  EXACTLY  WHAT  TO  DO  IN 

EACH  CASE.  The  booklets,  "Traffic  Safety  Education"  published  by  the  eno  Foundation 
FOR  Highway  Traffic  Control  and  "Promoting  Traffic  Safety"  published  by  the  national 
Safety  Council,  are  excellent  guide  books.  But,  in  the  last  analysis  results  depend 
UPON  the  corrective  action  taken  by  you  and  your  organization.  You  must  do  the  work.
